Erie Melnychuk’s six-month-old son 
Tobin gurgles happily in the back- 
ground as we discuss the possibil- 
ity of a breast milk bank in Alberta. 
Melnychuk first became interested in 
the idea when she was pregnant, and 
because of health concerns thought 


she might not be able to breast-feed. 
Fortunately, the Edmonton mom was 
able to feed Tobin, but the thought 
alone was enough to get her moti- 
vated to help others. 

“What we are trying to do with the 
milk bank is make the benefits and 
the normalcy of breast milk avail- 
able for all infants,” she says. “Every 
baby can benefit from breast milk. 
Regardless of the mom's ability to 
produce, we'd love to see every baby 
benefit from breast milk.” 

Breast milk has clearly won out as 
the best option for feeding infants. 
The World Health Organization, 
Health Canada, and Alberta Health 
all list breast feeding as the first and 
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best nutritional option for at least 
the first six months of a child's life. 
Breast milk has more than 200 com- 
ponents, while formula has dupli- 
cated only two. Mother’s milk is also 
easier to digest, offering the most 
bio-available nutrients such as iron. 
It also provides protection against 
viruses and disease. 

Human milk banks provide these 
benefits for infants when their moth- 
ers can't produce enough milk. 

British Columbia has offered pas- 
teurized human breast milk to in: 
fants for over 30 years. Milk donors 
are thoroughly screened, first with a 
health questionnaire and then with 
blood tests checking for HIV, syphi-

lis, hepatitis C, and other diseases. 
The health centre also speaks with 
the women's midwives and doctors. 
Infants in need are given a prescrip- 
tion for the milk. 

Here in Alberta, organizing for a 
human milk bank is still in the very 
early stages, and no formal proposal 
has been made yet. A scientific re- 
view would need to be completed be- 
fore any bank was set up, says Alber- 
ta Health and Wellness spokesperson 
Jackie Bhatti. The government would 
also have to establish various regula- 
tions, including rules around how 
the milk would be collected, stored 
and shipped 

Alberta may be years away from 
our own bank, but the idea is gain- 
ing momentum. The Canadian Pe- 
diatric Society recently came out 
in favour of the banks. The group 
says pasteurized human donor milk 
should be available to hospitalized 
newborns 

“Despite advances in infant for- 
mulas, human breast milk provides a 
bioactive matrix of benefits that can- 
not be replicated by any other source 
of nutrition,” the position statement 
says. 

Preemies, those tiny little scraps of 
humanity who are already so vulner- 
able to infection, would be given the 
first priority for the milk 

Nathalie Dumaresq, a lactation 
specialist and nurse at the Grey Nuns 
hospital, would welcome milk from a 
bank in her hospital. 

“Doctors, and_ lactation 
specialists all know the benefits of 
milk banking,” she says. “Unfortu- 
nately, there's only one in Canada.” 

Breast milk contains lactoferrin, 
she explains, which prevents inflam- 
mation and necrotizing enterocoli- 
tis, a serious problem for preemies 
because of the immaturity of their 
stomachs. According to her num- 
bers, a formula feed baby is six to 10 
times more likely to suffer from the 
disease than a breast-fed baby. 

In an ideal situation with high lev- 


nurses, 


els of milk donations, infants with 
sick or struggling mothers would also 
receive milk. While breast-feeding is 
the most natural way of feeding ba- 
bies, it's not always easy. Cracked 
nipples and low milk production are 
typical problems. A significant drop 
in milk production is also common 
for mothers fighting a postpartum 
illness, as I was after the birth of my 
son, and the resulting inability to 
feed your baby can feel devastating 

After my son’s first'doctor’s ap- 
pointment outside of the hospital, | 
sat in the street-level lobby of an of- 
fice tower off Jasper Avenue feeding 
him a bottle of formula as tears crept 
down my cheeks. At the time, my lit 
tle guy wasn’t gaining enough weight, 
and my doctor was concerned. He 
encouraged me to feed him formula 
if he was still hungry after nursing 
Of course, I'd heard from so many 
nurses and doctors about the ben 
efits of breast-feeding, that giving 
my son formula went against my in- 
stincts. If I had the option of feeding 
him milk from a human milk bank, | 
would have. 

Without the availability of human 
milk banks, moms are seeking out 
breast milk on their own, though 
their own networks of mothers and 
over the Internet. 

The practice produced a warning 
from Health Canada. In November 
the national health agency listed 
the risk of spreading viruses such 
as HIV or bacteria that causes food 
poisoning, as well as the potential for 
prescription and non-prescription 
drugs to be passed on through breast 
milk, as part of the reason for the 
warning. 

The reason women are seeking out 
breast milk for their children is ex 
actly the same reason why so many 
government and health agencies 
recommend breast feeding — breast 
milk is the best option. Now we just 
need to find the best way of provid- 
ing this option to babies in need.

DOWNTOWN ARENA NOW A CERTAINTY 


The great Edmonton arena debate is 
all but settled. Edmonton will, somehow, 
build a new arena for its prime tenant and 
greatest source of civic pride — misguided or 
otherwise — the Edmonton Oilers. 

That's not what Mayor Stephen Mandel 
is saying, of course. Following Monday's 
marathon city council meeting on the 
consultation report on the proposed arena 
and entertainment district, Mandel assured 
Edmontonians that “we can always say no” 
to whatever the Katz Group comes up with. 

Council may say no to some of the finer 
points, but it now seems inevitable that the 
city will build a new arena. 

Since the initial Katz proposal, the new 
arena has been like a snowball rolling 
down hill that grows every larger. It's now 
unstoppable, and crushing everything in its 
path. We've gone from asking if an arena for 
downtown is even necessary, to hammer- 
ing out the details about how it can be 
built. The consultant's report revealed that 
the public is aware of the proposal, and 
supportive as long as the cost doesn't come 
directly from the taxpayer. The level of sup- 


port, with 59 per cent of respondents to a 
poll either strongly or somewhat supportive, 
has essentially given council the green light 
to proceed — but with caution. 

After a full day of talk, we still have more 
questions than answers. For example, what 
will be the boundaries for the Community 
Revitalization Levy (CRL) area, which would 
be the primary source of revenue for the 
arena project? Who will cover the costs if 
the CRL revenues come up short? And, will 
residents who live nearby have to pay the 
CRL? 

And there are plenty of non-funding ques- 
tions that have to be answered, concerning 
who will run the arena and what role, if any, 
will Northlands play. 

So, the “negotiations” begin. And by using 
the term “negotiation”, the city has sent 
a very clear signal that it is willing to work 
with the Katz Group to get the arena built. 
The mayor may say that the city can still say 
no, but that ship has sailed. The momen- 
tum for the arena is so great that. like it or 
not, it will become a reality. Get used to it, 
Edmonton. 





HARPER GOES NEGATIVE, AGAIN 





Prime Minister Stephen Harper, who will 
mark five years as PM on Monday, says he 
doesn't want an election. But that doesn't 

mean he won't start campaigning. 

Harper's Conservatives have unleashed 
anew Set of campaign-style TV ads. They 
are classic attack ads straight out of the 
Republican Party playbook. 

Their primary target is Liberal leader 
Michael Ignatieff. Shot in black and white 
— that's political ad shorthand for ‘this 
guy is bad’ — the ads question Ignatieff's 





patriotism, his supposed eagerness to form 
a coalition, and his alleged ‘tax and spend’ 
philosophy. NDP leader Jack Layton is por- 
trayed as a power hungry opportunist, who 
would make a deal with the devil (i.e. the 
Bloc Quebecois) to get what he wants. 

The Conservatives may think that the 
ads put the Liberals and NDP ina bad light, 
which they do. But they also reflect badly 
on Harper's Conservatives. They are ugly, 
divisive ads that reflect a viciously partisan 
politician.

BITES THE DUST 





Last week, Canada's ravenous con- 
sumer hoards got the news they have 
been salivating for — Target is com- 
ing to Canada 

| Finally, the big leagues! We have 
SO outgrown Wal-Mart. 

However, Canada is a small mar- 
ket. More people live in California 
than in the entire Great White Mall 
So when a giant moves into a small 


market, something’s gotta go, and 
that something is Zellers. The dis- 
count retailer, which has been part 
of the Canadian retail scene since 
the 1930s, signed a deal to sell the 
leases to the 220 Zellers stores to 
Target for about $2 billion, which is 
a lot of money to spend on anything 
connected to Zellers. 

If you're not a shopper (and if you 
live in Edmonton and you're not a 





shopper, then you're like a Phoenix 





Coyotes fan; an extremely rare ani- 
mal) then this development is no big 
deal. After all, Target is a discount 
retailer, and Zellers is a discount re- 
tailer. Aren't we just trading cheap 
made-in-China crap sold in a Cana- 
dian store for cheap made-in-China 
crap sold in an American store? 

Um, seriously? Target, as envious 
Canadian shoppers know, is known 
for its stylish clothing lines (Stella 
McCartney at last!!) and home decor 
knick-knacks at affordable prices. 
Zellers is not the kind of store where 
anyone ever applies the word styl- 
ish. 

Retail experts are sure Target will 
be a smash with Canadians. Once 
it becomes established, Target is ex- 
pected to do $7.5 billion in sales here, 
compared to $4 billion for Zellers. 
And Target won't have to do much 
to establish itself in Canada; other 
research suggests Target is already 
familiar to 70 per cent of Canadians 
(thank you, cable TV), and 10 per 
cent of us have shopped there. 

Zellers will exist for a while yet, 
and may even survive in some small- 
er markets. But basically, it’s a goner. 
And another Canadian retailer bites 
the dust. 

Not many years ago (and by that, I 
mean in my lifetime, which, depend- 
ing on your point of view, may actu-

ally BE many years ago), the Cana- 
dian retail landscape was exactly that 
— Canadian. 

The king of Canadian department 
stores was Eaton's, a true national 
institution. The T. Eaton Company 
was founded shortly after Confeder 
ation and lasted 130 years. Company 
founder Timothy Eaton coined the 
phrase ‘satisfaction guaranteed or 
money refunded’, and the company 
would become the dominant force 
in Canadian retailing. The Eaton's 
catalogue first came out in 1884, and 
became known as the Homesteader's 
Bible (which is kinda funny, since 
homesteaders probably all had real 
Bibles). But Eaton's couldn't adapt 
to the changing retail climate in the 
1990s, and the family-owned firm 
didn't exactly produce retailing ge 
niuses. In 1997, the company filed 
for bankruptcy protection, and two 
years later, following a series of in- 
creasingly more pathetic attempts t0 
save itself — including going upscale, 
which was, as the saying goes, like 
putting lipstick on a pig — Eaton’ 
disappeared for good, a victim o! 
changing tastes and wretched man 
agement. 

The demise of Eaton's was a mino! 
tragedy for Canadians, not because! 
was a particularly great place to sho?

In search of the spirit of rock ’n’ roll 
in Edmonton on a frigid Thursday 
night in January? Check out the 
Avenue Theatre on 118th Avenue at 
90th Street, where an all-ages show 
— the premature swansong of a band 
called Lucid Skies — is in effect, de- 
spite the ice-choked air and relative 
infrequence of reliable mass transit. 
‘Twas ever thus — Edmonton’s mu- 
sic-loving minors have braved the el- 
ements for decades to reach remote 
community halls, roller rinks and 
church basements in search of unsu- 
pervised doses of live entertainment 
of the loud, abrasive variety. 

Jim, the proud dad whose kid 
pounds the skins for Lucid Skies, 
guides me to angle parking across 
from the venue and we span the wind- 
rows to get to where a gaggle of bur- 
geoning young smokers signals some 
manner of event. Our plus-one is a 
smart tug on the unsecured side exit, 
which brings us in a few metres from 
where the headliners are just about 
to get started. The opening acts’ gear 
and winter apparel are strewn about 
behind the backstage scrim, presided 
over by the screen where Avenue 
projected countless Hindi cinematic 
epics. Guys in hoodies loiter in the 
barely concealed wings as the young 
men of Lucid Skies fiddle with their 
ngs, apparently in no hurry to get 
things underway despite being com- 
pletely visible to the audience. Jim 
checks in quickly with his boy and 
we repair to the floor, where maybe 
a hundred kids are hanging out in 
the dark, their faces bathed in smart- 
phone glow. 

Like a lot of people, my bored-ass, 
winter-crushed teenage soul was 
saved — or damned for all eternity — 


sss eee 






at a show just like this, where | dis- 
covered that culture isn’t something 
you buy, it's something you make. 
Having passively consumed for so 
long, I was excited to find out in high 
school that people my age promoted 
and/or played gigs, and that amateur 
status was no barrier to being cre- 
ative. In fact, it’s the best time to get 
over your stage fright, make an ass of 
yourself and get a taste for the thrill 
of public performance, all free from 
the pressure of making a buck 

Standing in the crowd, I realize 
those formative shows were a long 
time ago and that the audience mem- 
bers around me were probably a de- 
cade from being born when | first 
found inspiration from SNFU, Down 
Syndrome and Bunch o’ Rockers at 
the late, lamented Spartans Men's 
Club: Here I could be someone's 
dad turning out to see him play the 
damned racket he seems to like so 
much the way other dads show up 
for hockey games. 

“You guys are DWEEBS!” intones 
Lucid Skies’ singer, the one respon- 
sible for the low death growls as op- 
posed to the one with snaky dreads 
and Rolling Stones boxer shorts 
who is responsible for the shriek- 
ing. Growly wears a shirt that reads 
“FILLABONG” clutches the 
mike in a fancy underHand grip. “I 
just want to say from, like, the seri- 
ous bottom of my heart, I hope you 


and 


all fuckin’ die.” Clearly he is among 
friends. 

This would be a great time for the 
band to spring to life behind him and 
assault the audience with their intri- 
cate blackened technical deathcore — 
or whichever combination of those 
words appropriately defines their 
music — but there is apparently more 
loitering to be done and T-shirts to be 
removed before the inevitable roar. 
Fifteen minutes after they first ar- 
rived, it seems they're ready to go. 

The music is fast, intense and 
competently handled, more so than 
my peers were capable of back in 
the day, the vocals as growly and/ 
or shrieky as grind-death-metalcore 
demands, the violence of the lyrics 
whimsical and flippant. If | catch the 
gist correctly, one song is about kill- 


ing someone, then burying them just | 
three feet deep because their useless 
ass isn’t really worth the back strain 
Dreadlocks remarks on how crazy it 
is to have a roomful of people sing 
your lyrics back at you. Whatever the 
world is losing with the disbanding 
of Lucid Skies, it will gain back four 
fold in whatever these guys decide to 
do next with their nascent skills 

After the entire audience is invited 
to join the band on stage for a sec- | 
ond, Fillabong singles out someone 
he identifies as MC Fear, who did not 
join the throng, and insists he make 
his way to the front 

“Oh my God, there's a black person | 
here,” he cries in mock dismay. 

“Fuck you, there’s two black peo- 
ple here!” comes a shout from the 
crowd | 

MC Fear seems to realize that he | 
has no business to transact on the 
stage. He looks uncomfortable for a 
while as the singers continue to pala- 
ver about cool black people and Nazi | 
zombies and whatnot, then discreetly 
recedes from the centre of attention 


and back into the crowd 


The melee continues as Lucid Skies 
pummels the audience with its rep- 
ertoire, igniting a frenzied mosh and | 
an instance of “The Wall of Death,” | 
wherein the audience divides in two, 
repairs to opposite sides of the pit, | 
then runs head-on into itself. It’s nice 
to see that mosh pit etiquette still 
prevails in these jaded times and that 
people who fall down smashing into 
one another are quickly restored to 
their feet by their co-moshers rather 
than trampled in the chaos. ;

in its later years, but because it was 
part of the fabric of Canadian life for 
most of this country’s existence. In 
Alberta and B.C. we had Woodward's, 
which was the department store of 
choice for my mom and hundreds 
of thousands of westerners. I liked 
Woodward's; it was unpretentious, 
friendly, and also has a food floor 
which provided about the only real 
Competition to Safeway for many 
years. Woodward's, too, ran into 
trouble, and tried to recreate itself 
as — sigh — an upscale store. Wood- 
ward’s was anything but upscale, and 


it vanished from the landscape in 
1993, taking a little piece of Western 
Canadian history with it. 

In a few years, Zellers will join 
Eaton's and Woodward's in the Cana- 
dian retail bone yard. We have so lit- 
tle to hold onto as a country, that we 
cling to anything that separates us 
from everyone else. Look at the irra- 
tional attachment Canadians have to 
Tim Hortons, which is so ingrained 
in our psyche, we should include its 
logo on our coat of arms. ‘ 

It saddens me when a Canadian re- 
tailer disappears, even Zellers. With

There's something irrepressibly in- 
trepid about Rainer Hersch’s career 
trajectory: he abandoned the security 
of his economics degree to pursue a 
life of musical comedy; he spent 
equal amounts of effort lampoon- 
ing and embracing the stuffy world 
of classic music; and he fearlessly 
travelled the globe - from the Cay- 
man Islands to Tasmania to Senegal 
~ while doing it. 


But his bravest feat? Scheduling 
a run of his latest show, Mozart: Ze 
Komplete» Hystery in Edmonton in 
January. The day I speak to Rainer 
it's -25°C and snowing. He seems 
daunted when | share the forecast, 
but expects the pair of long johns 
he picked up for a trip to St. Peters- 
burg — to tackle their frightful -10°C 
temperatures — will be the first thing 
packed into his suitcase 

Of course, Hersch needn’t worry 
about a frosty reception. Even if 
the snow isn’t melted when Mozart: 
Ze Komplete Hystery opens at the 
TransAlta Arts Barns on Thursday, 
Hersch can safely rely on the warm 
embrace of a fan base he’s built from 
multiple memorable performances

Hersch tries to answer to this 
problem by awakening the dormant 
musical fluency he believes resides 
inside all of us, “Music is another 
language,” he explains, “and one that 
everyone understands without hav- 
ing to be experts 

“There 
— from the most simple people to

It's a 
more basic understanding, based on 
simple grammar. And that grammar, 
just like any verbal language, can be 


Musical comedy follows much of 
the same tropes a standup comic 
would — creating and relieving ten- 
sion and setting and perverting ex- 
pectations.

Investigating Dance’s Collective Memory 


AME HENDERSON BRINGS 
THOUGHTFUL DANCE TO TOWN 


RELAY

Those who think of dance as some- 
thing unintellectual will have many 
of their expectations shattered by 
Relay, an upcoming performance 
choreographed by Ame Henderson, 
a Toronto-based artist whose work is 
supported and promoted by the com- 
pany Public Recordings. In this piece 
Henderson, who was trained at Con- 
cordia University and more recently 
in the Netherlands, sets out to engage 
with traditional ideas of dance and to 
address the way the art is practiced 
in today’s world. 


One of her concerns is to investi- 
gate the idea of dance as movement 
in unison, she explained on the phone 
from Montreal. By unison she means 
simply dancers doing the exact same 
thing at the exact same time. 

“Movement in unison has always 
been around,” she said. “We see it 
everywhere: in military parades, 
in the synchronised movement of 
swimmers, in the way backup danc- 
ers move together.” 

Henderson pointed out that unison 
is what immediately comes to mind 
when people think of dancing, but it 
is a fraught concept, since it implies 
a hierarchical and unequal relation- 
ship between the choreographer and 
the dancers and tends to mean that 
conformity overrides individualism. 

“At the same time, though,” Hen- 


derson added, 
to promote a great deal of pleasure, 


“unison continues 


since people like doing things togeth- 
er, so I was interested in addressing 
both the negative and positive aspects 
of unison in this performance.” 

Another thread of inquiry she pur- 
sues in this piece through her chore- 
ography is the idea of dance as archi- 
val memory. 

“People often don't realize that the 
way dance works is that a perfor- 
mance is put on only a few times,” 
Henderson pointed out 

“The works don't have a life a year 
or two after they premiere.” She said 
that she really wanted to explore 
how older performances get stored 
in dancers’ bodies. as lived experi- 
ences and how these are repurposed 
again when the dancers move on to 


new jobs 

“Dance is such an ephemeral 
art form. It’s not like a painting or 
a book. You can’t really preserve 
dance, except choreographed moves 
do end up staying in dancers’ bodies 
as memories, and | was interested in 
exploring this unique form of docu- 
mentation, imperfect as it may be.” 

Addressing these concerns meant 
taking a unique approach to cho- 
reography. During practices, then, 
instead of directing the performers’ 
movements from the outside like a 
typical choreographer would, she 
waited for movement to emerge or- 
ganically from amongst the dancers 
themselves. 

She revealed that this method is re- 
flective of her approach to choreog- 
raphy in general as a role that is not a 


solo act but is about working closely 
together with the dancers and draw- 
ing inspiration for the performance 
directly from them 

In this way, she envisions Relay as 
addressing political and ethical ques 
tions of universal interest through 
the medium of dance 

“This piece is talking about the 
question of how where we come 
from can meet the experience of try- 
ing to be with other people; how we 
can remain ourselves when we want 
to connect with others; how we can 
talk about a space that doesn’t make 
a polar opposite between self and 
other, group and individual.” 

“Exploring these questions through 
dance makes intuitive sense, because 
I think of my work as “moving ideas” 
We're thinking bodies moving.”

New Local Play Probes The Limits of Control 


AFRINGE MOVEMENT IS THE 
INSPIRATION FOR DRAMA 





FREEMAN-ON-THE-LAND 
The Livingroom Playhouse, Jan. 20-Feb. 5

While living under the constraints 
of law and government, are we truly 
free? It's a volatile question, and sup- 
porters of the Free Man on the Land 
movement have answered it by cast- 
ing off those shackles and disowning 
what they call their “legal fictions” 
or “strawmen,” the identity given to 
individuals on their birth certificate 
and used in interactions with institu- 
tions. 

They've basically defected from 
society, giving up all the rights and 


obligations that go along with it. 

The philosophy is a current ex- 
ample of the dialogue and ideas of 
freedom according to Steve Pirot, 
playwright and co-artistic director 
of Azimuth Theatre. His latest work, 
Freeman-on-the-Land, examines 
how people, in their physical sense, 
may be bound and constrained by 
their participation in society. 

“It became very natural for me to 
land on the Freeman on the Land as 
a very contemporary definition of 
freedom in a civil society and one 
that was responding very specifically 
to the government institutions that 
we live in,” says Pirot. 

At its most basic level, the play is 
the story of Richard of the Svoboda 
Family, played by Desmond Paren- 


teau, and his partner, Tanya, played 
by local musician Dale Ladouceur. 
When the two become parents, 
things come to a head, Pirot says. 

“(Richard] has to come to terms 
with the event of them creating their 
own entity, the collision of ideas of 
what happens when you sign a birth 
certificate. Are we creating a person 
here in addition to a human being? 
And what rights and responsibilities 
have we given up by signing a birth 
certificate?” 

But 
many more layers. 

“There's constantly two things go- 
ing on in the play,” explains Pirot. 


Freeman-on-the-Land has 


“One is about a fictional creation 
named Richard Svoboda that I have 
created to embody a story that is 


rooted in certain intellectual ideas, 
and that character has his own plot 
which follows him through his own 
process of awakening or conscious- 
ness-raising. He becomes more and 
more aware of the systems that gov- 
ern us and the systems that control 
us, and of-his desire to be free of 
those systems.” 

The second is a little more com- 
plicated and experimental. “There’s 
another plot which is the story of 
a theatre company trying to create 
a character that has enough con- 
sciousness to become human, like 
Pinocchio 

“We made this fictional thing and 
we're hoping that this fictional thing 
will acquire the information and the 
memories and the consciousness to 


become free of the theatrical fiction 
that we have created for it,” says 
Pirot, 

Set in Edmonton, starting precisely 
in the space and time that the audi- 
ence occupies, the story progresses 
and time and space is manipulated 
from there. “I think this is an ap- 
propriate strategy because we believe 
this story is relevant to everybody,” 
Pirot says. “The legal fictions that 
our characters are negotiating their 
way through are the same legal fic- 
tions that all of us are affected by 
whether we are aware of it or not. 
Hopefully one of the effects of see- 
ing the play, beyond enjoying a good 
story, [is that] it will raise a certain 
level of awareness about the legal fic- 
tions we negotiate with every day.”

| Thomas admits he’s forging ahead 
without a script or a net. 
| “So far, there’s a list of about 30 
styles | have made up,” he says. 
“Bump hop’ is one that a friend of 
mine wrote down, along with a few 
| others. I don't think there’s a way to 
describe my music as just one genre. 
Every track I produce has a style 
with roots from different influences 
and beats per minute, ranging from 
80 to 150 and beyond. | like when 
electronic music and instruments 
lose control of what they're meant 
to do.” 
d€bruit's back catalogue showcases 


his penchant for chaos and ethno- 
cultural mash-ups, which have drawn 
on the musical traditions of Nigeria, 


the Congo, and early American hip 
hop. This March will see the release 
of the third EP in his 3D series on 
Civil Music and will feature a more 
Turkish bend musically. He is also 
hard at work on a new album, which 
will entail making trips to Africa to 
record with indigenous musicians 
using ancestral instruments. Thom- 
as will begin touring some of those 
sounds with a live band this spring. 
The album is set to drop in October. 

“The variety of cultures is rich in 
the suburbs around Paris where 130 
languages or dialects are spoken. In 
some of my tracks, four or five cul- 
tures can mix together quite nicely, 
very much like people can in some 
neighbourhoods. It can be Tunisian 
percussion, with a Yoruba chant, a 
Jamaican guitar and a West Coast 
synth, Last year, for example, I lived 
in a Turkish neighbourhood in Lon- 
don. All my productions are a result 
of things I have done, places lived, 
things heard and definitely foods 
eaten.” 

A current passion project for 
Thomas is his Heart Beats 4 Haiti 
four-track EP. The digital-only release 
is available at select online dance 
music retailers and all proceeds go 
to the Haiti appeal. It’s been just over 
a year since a massive earthquake

devastated Haiti, which was already 
one of the world’s poorest nations, 
and the ensuing cholera epidemic 
has made relief efforts all the more 
challenging. The EP, Thomas says, 
represents his own heartfelt way to 
lend a hand and respect the richness 
of their culture. 

“I have never been to Haiti and 
would love to go at some point,” 
Thomas says. “Because of the urgen- 
cy of the situation, I did some quick 
research, downloaded a range of Ca- 
ribbean music and completed the EP 
in about five days 

“I'd known about Haiti's poverty 
and famine well before the earth- 
quake,” he continues. “But it's also 
an island separated in two with the 
Dominican Republic, which is where 
rich people like to go. The image of 
one piece of land separated in two 
where your neighbours conscious- 
ly ignore your suffering ... it just 
doesn’t feel right.” 

Thomas says he's proud to help 
raise awareness while supporting 
relief efforts and the restoration of 
order in Haiti. Musically speaking, 
however, he has no intention of ever 
following the rules. 

“In music, there are none for me,” 
he states. “In life, freedom begins 
when the rules end.”

| When Scottish percussion virtuoso

| “I've been playing, if you could 





call it that, drums and things from an 
earlier age, around two, maybe, but 
I started formal lessons at the piano 
aged five, just to wait a little bit so I 
was big enough to hold a regular set 
of drum sticks,” Currie says in his 
mild Scottish brogue 

From as far back as he can remem- 
ber, he has always been obsessed 
with percussion and drums, so it was 
inevitable that his life would ulti- 
mately take him in the direction of a 
musician who played percussion. 

“But I think I did have some kind of 
reaction to rhythm and just the sort 
of energy and excitement of playing 
ona drum and also the kind of magic 
of sitting at a drum set and that co- 
ordination of using your feet as well 


as your hands to play rhythms.” 

Currie, who has performed a wide 
variety of music with orchestras 
around the world, has made “new 
music” his specialty ranging from 
pop influence through avant garde, 
as well as minimalist and spectral. 

“As a percussionist there are so 
many different instruments to mas- 
ter and then I have to play a lot of 
different instruments in concertos,” 
he says. 

During his late teen years, he be- 
came briefly interested in jazz and 
the vibraphone, but soon discovered 
that this was not his true strength or 
love. From that point on, his focus 
became dedicated to ew music.

When those nylon strings bite into 
Loudon Wainwright III's fingertips 
the folk luminary winces happily- 
not from pain, but from the jangling 
rhythms that can be coaxed from his 
ukulele. 

“It has a kind of cheerful tone,” 
says the singer songwriter of his 
prized instrument, which he will 
likely break out along with a banjo 
and guitar during his Jan. 26 gig at 
the Arden Theatre. “First of all, | 
spend a lot of time lugging a guitar 
around — sometimes a banjo. A uku- 
lele is very light weight and compact. 
That's one thing right there. [But] 
I put [a song about] it on my new 
record — | believe it’s the last track 
— because of its sound, you know, 
those nylon strings.” 

That whimsical ditty, dubbed “Got 
a Ukulele,” includes lines like “I don’t 
play no fiddle no, mystery no riddle 
four strings made of nylon,,always 
put a smile on...” And, fun as it may 
be to play, a wincing cringe may 
come from the considerable change 
in tone between that quirky closing 
track and the rest of the songs that 
make up his latest album, 10 Songs 
for the New Depression — from the 
opening tune “Times Is Hard,” to 
‘The Panic Is On,” and “Fear Itself.” 

But Wainwright insists that his 
ukulele ode is as crucial as anything 
else on the album, because a folk- 
ster’s role is not to merely comment 
but also celebrate. 

“I'm just trying to express some- 
thing, what bothers me, what amus- 
es me, what pisses me off, and then 
| put it in a song,” he says. “If people 
can identify with it, or laugh at it, or 
cringe at it, then I feel like I’ve done 
my job. What they do about it, if it 
makes them go out and vote, go out 
and march, or stay at home in bed —

which is how the song ‘Fear Itself’ 
ends actually — all that stuff is be- 
yond my control.” 

There were many times Wainwright 
wished he had that kind of control, 
that sort of sway, to the reactions of 
his songs — especially when the po- 
litical, grew personal and his muse 
was his children. One of Loudon’s 
most famous songs was inspired by 
his son Rufus, who is now a lauded 
balladeer in his own right. It was an- 
other whimsical ditty called “Rufus 
is a Tit Man,” 
reaches a Freudian level of envy

while watching his wife breast feed 
a boy that, ironically, would go on to 
become one of the music’s most cel- 
ebrated gay icons

Currie will be presenting two vast- 
ly different performances during his 
all-too-brief sojourn in our city. The 
Late Night concert on Friday, Jan. 
21, will really be a recital including 
works for both solo percussion and

CHAPLIN TACKLES TIMELESS 
SOCIAL ISSUES 





| ADOG'S LIFE, SHOULDER ARMS, AND THE PILGRIM 
| Metro Cinema, Jan. 21 and 23

This program is a collection of 
Chaplin's short films made for First 
National Distributor’s Circuit from 
1918 to 1923. Like The Circus, which 
we talked about last week, A Dog's 
Life (1918) is a film where Chaplin's 
tramp character is an actual realistic 
tramp, sleeping in vacant lots, trying 
to avoid the police. 

It's also one of the films where he 
began to tackle larger dramatic and 
social issues, rather than just com- 
edy. 

His life is compared to that of a 
cute, loveable stray dog, Scraps who, 
like Charlie, has to fend off larger, 
more vicious animals to survive. 
He also saves a woman, who's be- 
ing equally victimized sexually by 
her poverty. Chaplin's developing 
the “Everyman” and “Little Fellow” 
character that eventually . becomes 
the tramp's identity. 

It's interesting that so many of 
these films made in the prosperous 
1920s or earlier forecast the grim 


| reality of the 1930s Depression era, 


where the tramp’s plight becomes ev- 
eryone’s. It's yet another reason why 
audiences identified with Chaplin 
and, indeed, still do in today’s hard 
times. 

Shoulder Arms (1918) is another 
film that takes a comedic look at 
serious issues, in this case the First 
World War. Everything from bombs, 


| to mustard gas, the art of camou- 


flage, spying, to trying to sleep in 


trenches filled with water is sati- 


| rized in a film that catalogues both 





the complaints and the fantasies of 
the average soldier. In its way, it's a 
precursor of such films as Catch 22 
(1970) and M.A.S.H. (1972). It was 
also, perhaps, a way for Chaplin, a 
new immigrant to America, who was 
never in the army, to make a con- 
tribution to the war effort besides a 
personal appearance tour to support

the Liberty War Bond drive. 


The Pilgrim (1923) was the last 
film Chaplin made for First National 
before going independent with Mary 
Pickford and Douglas Fairbanks in 
United Artists and is acomment on 
religious hypocrisy. Chaplin's tramp 
plays a convict who gets taken in by 
members of a church congregation 
who mistake him for their new pas- 
tor. 

It is, as Robert €. Sherwood says 
in his essay in The Essential Chaplin 
(2006), edited by Richard Schickel, 
“almost a dramatization of Chaplin 
himself — an exposition of his point 
of view, a recitation of his creed. The 
fundamental trait in Chaplin's char- 
acter is his sublime irreverence. He is 
the supreme gamin, strutting about 
in his mantle of genius and thumb- 
ing his nose at all institutions that 
suggest dignity, importance and fat- 
headed pomposity. Nothing is sacred 
to him — except humanity; nothing 
is immune from the thrust of his sat- 
ire or from the slam of his explosive 
slap-stick,” 

Chaplin also gets into the child- 
whacking game ahead of W.C. Fields 
when he gives the come-uppance to 
an obnoxious brat, played by child- 
actor Dean Riesner, who would later 
become a script writer, penning such 
Clint Eastwood classics as Coogan's 





Bluff (1968), Play Misty For Me 
(1971), Dirty Harry (1971), and The 
Enforcer (1976) 

All three films contain solid co- 
medic supporting performances by 
Chaplin's half-brother, Sydney, as the 
lunch-wagon owner in A Dog's Life, 
a dual role as the sergeant and The 
Kaiser in Shoulder Arms and a triple 
role as the eloper, the train conduc- 
tor, and the obnoxious little boy’s fa- 
ther in The Pilgrim 

Sydney was older than Chaplin 
and got into show business first 
He was the principal comedian in 
Karno’s London Comedians, a com- 
pany which he brought Charlie into 
in 1906 

It was the only time in his career 
he was the star over Charlie. He later 
became Charlie's business manager 
and negotiated his first million-dol- 
lar contract. Outside the movie busi- 
ness, he was successful in the field of 
aviation and helped launch the first 
privately owned American airline 
Like his younger brother, he also had 
a scandalous sex life. 

In 1929 he was accused of sexually 
assaulting actress Molly Wright and 
the film company, International Pic- 
tures, settled out of court, conceding 
the truth of her claims. 

By 1930 he was bankrupt and nev- 
er made another picture.

primary negative outcome you see of 
admitting to your boyfriend and/or 
crush that you have these feelings is 
that it would make your social inter- 
actions ‘uncomfortable’? You don't 
mention your boyfriend possibly 
being hurt, or perhaps screwing up 
his relationship with your crush, or 
causing a rift between you and your 
boyfriend. You're worried about un- 
comfortableness. It seems like you 
almost don’t care. I think there's 
something else going on. 

“You moved far from home — do 
you feel isolated? Do you feel bored 
and/or lonely? If your boyfriend is 
busy in grad school, it could be that 
you're also feeling neglected. Plus 


boyfriend's circle of friends, get some 
friends of your own, forfucksake. If 
you've lived in that new locale for a 
whole year and have not met anyone 
you could be friendly with, you're 
not trying.
